HIS MOTHER'S EYES 


Blind Woman, Mother of Six, 


‘Makes Out’ With Aid of ‘Junior, 3 


The little Negro boy looked 
up at his mother, bright-eyed 
and expectantly. 

“You want to go to your bed, 
Mama’””’ he asked. 

The woman chuckled and pat- 
ted his hand where he clung to 
her skirt. 


“Bless his heart.” she. said. 


| “He’s his Mama’s eyes now.” 


Junior is only three years old 
but he has literally become his 
mother’s “eyes’’ in the last few 
months. Her eyesight has failed 
steadily and now she is com- 
pletely blind. 

“We makes out, though, don’t 
we Junior?” she said, reaching 
out a searching hand to find his 
head and caress it. 


By CELESTINE SIBLEY 


They have made out up to 
now because with Junior’s small 
guiding fingers the mother has 
been able to go ahead with her 
housework. But in less than 
a month now the mother is ex- 
pecting another baby. 

She needs medical care and 
Junior and his five school-age 
brothers and sisters need some- 
one to look after them. The fa- 
ther, a small, gentle man who 
has not missed a day’s work in 
16 years, does not earn enough 
to hire help—or even to feed an 
extra mouth. 

For a period of a few months, 
until the mother has recovered 
and can either get surgical help 
for her blindness or learn to 
take care of a new baby with- 
out sight, help is needed. A sum 


of $50 a month will take care 
of the most pressing expenses. 
It will even make possible re- 
pairs to the flooring in the shab- 
by little three-room house. 

“So Mama won’t stump and 
fall so much,” explained Junior 
gravely. 

Junior, the three-year-old, is 
doing his part. Now outside help 
is urgent. 

Can it in truth be that 
little child shall lead them?”

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The Specious Case for Socialized Medicine 


Along with the Fulton County Medi- 
cal Association, we belive the most effec- 
tive solution to the nation’s medical prob- 
lems lies in voluntary prepayment plans, 
which already have met with wide accept- 
ance and are increasing in membership 
each year. 


Our objections to the Wagner-Murray- 
Dingle bill, which will come before Con- 
gress again at the next session, are these: 


(1) It would concentrate medical care 
and education into the hands of a single 
individual, the Surgeon General of the 
United States, who acts under supervision 
of the Federal Security Administrator. 


(2) A new bureaucracy of some 300,- 
000 employees would be created to admin- 
ister the act. 

(3) It would cost in excess of $4,000,- 
000,000 annually and would result in a 
pay roll tax of about four percent of every 
employee’s wages, in addition to present 
social security taxes and income taxes. A 
person earning $1,000 annually would pay 
$40; one earning $2,000 would pay $80 and 
one earning the maximum of $3,600 would 
pay $144. Moreover, if two or more in 
the same family are employed, the tax 
would apply to each. 


(4) National Health Insurance inevi- 

tably would result in a deterioration of 
the quality of medical and dental care. 
Medical, dental and hospital attention 
soon would descend to about the same 
level as that with which most veterans 
of the recent ‘war are well acquainted.

Britain’s Labor Government, which al- 
ready has nationalized banks, housing, 
transport and medicine and now has 
turned toward steel, well may come to 
grief over a matter which the planners 
doubtless consider only a minute cog in 
the machine of Socialism. 


It is that pride and joy of the average 
‘Englishman, the beer pub. 


Mr. Attlee’s Government, it seems, is 
supporting a bill which would permit 
pubs in towns developed by the State, 
under the new housing authority, to be 
nationalized. 


The bare thought of such a travesty 
gives most British the shudders. Appar- 
ently they don’t mind riding in Govern- 
ment-owned trains, doing business with 
Government -owned banks and waiting 
until their number is called by Govern- 
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In addition, the Federal Security 
Agency, which is’ promoting socialized 
medicine, or National Health Insurance, 
is the most politically minded branch of 
the Government. Ever since Oscar Ewing 
has. held the post of Administrator it has 
used Government funds to propagandize 
in favor of socialized medicine. It has 
held meetings, organized conventions and 
generally exerted itself to the utmost, 
and at taxpayers’ expense, to apply pres- 
sure upon Congress in an attempt to ex- 
pand its own authority. 

Moreover, most of the arguments about 
the nation’s health presented by FSA are 
specious and not based upon facts. For 
instance, it cries that an alarming per- 
centage of those examined for military 
service in the last war were found physi- 
cally disqualified. But in its figures it 
includes those rejected for all causes, 
including illiteracy, feeble-mindedness and 
a host of other misfortunes. In actuality, 
only six percent of those rejected for mili- 
tary service were turned down for physi- 
cal defects that could have been pre- 
vented by proper medical attention. 

Statistics which the FSA itself issued 
last July 25 show the nation in the best 
health ever, and reveal, too, the remark- 
able strides made in recent years. The 
life expectancy of a white female child 
born this year is 70.3 years; of a white 
male, 65,1 years, an increase of one full 
year over expectancy for those born in 
1945 and two full years over those born in 
the 1939-1941 period.

If the Election Had Gone to the House 


WASHINGTON—The official list of the new House of Representatives is now out and it is inter- 
esting to see what might have happened if the election of a President had been thrown into Con- 
gress. Under our system the Lower House of Congress is called upon to make a choice when no candi- 


date for the presidency receives a majority of the electoral vote. 


Such a development might easily 


have come in the recent election because of the three-way split in the Democratic Party and the size- 


able block of electoral votes collected by the Dixiecrat ticket.

The Constitution provides that when a elec- 
tion for President is thrown into Congress the 
choice shall be made by the Lower House, with 
each State allowed one vote which shall be de- 
termined by a majority of the State delegation 
in Congress. Thus, 25 votes would be necessary 
to elect. A further provision is that the choice 
shall be made from the two highest contenders. 

An analysis of the new official membership 
list of the Eighty-first Congress. which is the 
body coming into being in January, shows that 
President Truman still would have been elected, 
if the contest had been thrown into Congress. 
In other words, if Gov. Dewey had carried two 
of the three big States of Illinois. California and 
Ohio, which he lost to President Truman by nar- 
row Margins, contro] of the situation in the House 
the tg still have been in the hands of the Demo- 
crais. 


The analysis shows that the Democrats 
will have a majority of 25 State delegations, 
or just exactly enough to have given them 
the number of votes necessary to elect a 
President. Republicans, on the other hand, 
will have a majority in only 21 State dele- 
gations, with two—Idaho and Montana—tied 
in their congressional representatition. 


It should be pointed out, however, that the 
Democratic-controlled delegations include the 
four States carried by the Dixiecrat ticket. These 
may well be counted on the Democratic side for 
the reason that, although the States gave their 
electoral votes to the Thurmond-Wright slate, 
their Congressmen, with few exceptions, openly 
supported President Truman. There would have 
been no doubt as to where the votes of the four 
States would have cone, if the contest had been 
thrown into Congress. 


It has happened before in the na- 


One interesting thing about the analysis. is 
that it further points up a weakness in our out- 
moded electoral system. For example, if the 
election had gone to Congress, Mr. Truman would 
have lost the votes of at least a half dozen States 
which he carried. He would have gained the 
votes of only three States which he failed to 
carry, 


In the list of State delegations which will be 
controlled by the Republicans in the new Con- 
gress there are eight States where Mr. Truman 
polled a plurality of popular votes over Gov. 
Dewey. These are California, Illinois, Iowa, 


- Massachusetts, Minnesota, Washington, Wisconsin 


and Wyoming. Two other States that he car- 
ried, Idaho and Montana, have evenly divided 
State delegations. 


The three States lost by the President to Gov. 


Dewey which, at the same time, elected a major- | 
ity of Democratic House members are Indiana, | 


Maryland and New York. 


Hence it is apparent that the voting by the 
States in the presidential election would have 
been thrown al! out of line in many instances, if 
the Lower House had been called upon to act. 
Mr. Truman would have gotten some votes that 
did not belong to him, but he would have lost 
wend more on which he did have a rightful 
claim. 


Any such loose system,as the one we now 
have could lead to much confusion and injustice, 
as it has in the past, as a matter of fact. The 
country is fortunate that the recent election, 
close as it was on the whole, did not result in 
a bad situation.

The Hidden Joke In Defense 


WASHINGTON—The extreme oddity that sometimes marks 
policy-making in the Truman Administration is being brilliantly 
illustrated at the moment. On the one hand, the President seems 
determined to demand from Congress strong economic controls and 
much higher taxes. And on the other hand, the President seems 
equally determined to enfeeble his whole foreign policy by cutting 
back the rearmament plans that were adopted with such drama 
and urgency last Spring. 


There are hidden ironies and concealed contradictions here 
which deserve careful investigation. In the first place, the Presi- 
dent’s more conservative economic advisers, Budget Director James 
Webb, Secretary of the Treasury John Snyder and Chairman of the 
Economic Advisory Council, Dr. Edwin Nourse, are responsible for 
the rearmament cutback. They persuaded the President to impose 
the $15,000,000,000 ceiling on defense spending. And it is this 
budget ceiling which is knocking into a cocked hat the services’ 


plans for making America strong. 
Motive The sole motive of Messrs. Webb, Snyder and Nourse 
was to avoid the necessity of strong economic controls 
and higher taxes, which would certainly arise from defense spend- 
ing above $15,000,000,000. But subsequent to the imposition of the 
$15,000,000,000 budget ceiling, the expected .struggle over the 
President’s fiscal and economic policies took place anyway. And 
this struggle has now apparently been won by the other portion 
of the President's advisers, with Dr. Nourse’s colleague on the 
Economic Advisory Council, Dr, Leon Keyserling, and the White 
House counsel, Clark Clifford, in the lead. They reminded the 
President that he had already twice publicly asked Congress for 
extensive economic controls, an excess profits tax and other un- 
palatable measures. And the President decided to renew his former 
requests without muck change, and to insist upon them strongly. 


Thus precisely what the sponsors of the $15,000,000,000 service 
budget ceiling so much wished to avoid is now to be done alter 
all. But thus far at his meetings with the service chiefs, the Presi- 
dent has given no sign of grasping that this ought to alter the 
situation with regard to the budget ceiling. 


If the President does not change his mind, the outcome will 
be different from what it would have been at the time of the great 
Seventy-Air-Group row last year. There has been a sharp reversal 
of thinking among Defense Department leaders, including Secretary 
of Defense James V. Forrestal. This time, if the budget ceiling holds, 
air rearmament will be cut back less than either ground or naval 
rearmament. But there will still be some reductions in planned 
increases of air strength, and there will be very severe reductions 
indeed in planned increases in Army and Navy strength. 

Effect The effect abroad, of course, will be to terrify all our 
potential allies. And immensely to encourage the Krem 


lin. In truth, such a rearmament slowdown in this time of visible 
danger of eventual war savors of British policy in the mid-thirties. 


The effect at home, moreover, is likely to be just as drastic. 
The Congress will be about as eager to adopt the President’s pro- 
posals for strong economic controls and much higher taxes as to 
drink his health in a flowing bowl of Mickey Finns. There is one 
ground, and one ground only, on which the President can hope 
to secure acceptance of these proposals. That ground, of course, 
is the existence of a grave world emergency. 


The world emergency required the draft of man power last 
Summer. If the President insists now that the same emergency 
now requires the draft of money and resources, no one can refute 
him. But he cannot nvwake this point if he simultaneously makes 
nonsense of any plea of emergency by slowing down rearmament. 
If we do not need to be ready and strong by 1952, which is the 
target date for present rearmament plans because it is the first year 
when the Soivets are thought capable of producing an atomic bomb, 
one wonders why we need to be strong at all. The President can- 
not find any way over, under or around this inconsistency. 


What makes the situation odder still is the way 
strange political bedfellows have been. brought to-

But the whole resulting addition to the budget will not run much 
above $1,0000,000,000, and this social effort is considered entirely 
consistent with a strong defense effort, always provided the right 
economic safeguards are adopted. And the sense of world emer- 
gency is as much the motive for the Administration Left's desire 
for economic safeguards, as it is in the mind of Forrestal.

North's two 
club bid with only one high 
card trick will be condoned in 
some quarters because of the 
length of the suit, but we are 
against it. It is our firm con- 
viction that better results will 
be attained in the long run by 
passing such hands. It is true 
that once in a blue moon such 
inaction will cause a game to be 
missed, but that is more than 
compensated for by the avoid- 
ance of the trouble that such 
responses frequently lead to. 


No issue is to be taken with 
South’s leap to three no trump. 
An opening hand that contains 
19 points is strong enough to 
justify a jump rebid in no trump 
sult. Opener should jump to 
‘wo no trump if partner makes 
one over one response and to 
three no trump if partner re- 
sponds with two of a suit. 


The six of spades was 
opened and the queen went to 
declarer’s ace. It appeared that 
the only hope was to drop a 
doubleton queen of clubs, so de- 
clarer played the king and ace 
and when nothing happened he 
went on to clear the suit. East 
won with the queen and re- 
turned the two of spades. De- 
clarer played the jack, but West 
did not fall into the trap of tak- 
ing the trick which would have 
established the 10 as an entry 
to dummy. 

Declarer was now helpless. 
By careful play he maneuvered 
West into a diamond end-play 
and was thus enabled to take 
seven tricks for a 100-point pen- 
alty. Declarer’s handling of the 
club suit was not the best. He 
placed all his faith in a dou- 
bleton queen of clubs. If that 
holding actually existed there | 
was another sure way to make 
the hand, which provided addi- 
tional chances as well. That was 
by first leading the jack of 
clubs and letting it ride. If it 
loses to the queen, the rest of 
the suit can be cashed by mere- 
ly overtaking the king on the 
next round. If the jack holds 
the trick, there is still the hope 
that the queen of clubs was 
doubleton and will fall next 
round as North overtakes South’s 
king. 

There is, however, the added 
chance that East has three clubs 
to the queen and will accept the 
first trick, in which case the 
rest of the suit will be good. It 
is true that East could defeat 
this strategy by refusing to take 
the queen, and analysis will 
show that it is the proper play. 
But then, players capable of 
making such an analysis are 
not standard equipment in all 
households.

EGEND grew up around James Hazen IIyde 
§ like ivy on the Harvard dormitory in which 

he lived. They .called him Wonderful 
Jimmy and they said his father, the founder of 
a -large New York insurance company, gave 
him $25,000 a year for spending money. They 
said he kept 100 suiis and 75 pairs of saoes in 
a dormitory closet, lived like an Indian rajah 
and presided at fabulous undergraduate parties 
for Boston debutantes. 

When he graduated and took his place in 
New York society, the Gay Nineties welcomed 
him as the harbinger of a new and even brighter 
era. He was tall, slender and impeccable, with 
a sparkling buoyancy that seemed all the more 
attractive when, it broke through his customary 
dignity. His clothes, his poise and his back- 
ground’ soon established him as the most eligi- 
ble young bachelor in town. : 

re was so much to arid so little time 
in which to do it. His crowded hours were 
divided between his town house and his country 
place at Bay Shore, L.-L, between the horse 
show and the opera, between fancy dress balls 
and art exhibits, between Big: coach-and-fpur and 
his trotting horses, “Naturally, the legends still 
grew. They said his barber received $10 a day 
for trimming his Vaif"Dyke beard. 

With the exception of his friend, the late 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt, no ane in New York was

reputed to be a better hand with horses. When 
he and Vanderbilt drove a four-in-hand to 
Philadelphia and back in a day, using 17 teams 
on the journey, it was comparable in his set 
to Lindbergh flying the Atlantic. When he 
established a regular run between New York 
and Lakewood, N. J., with relays of 50 horses 
pulling a Paris-built coach over the 80-mile 
course in nine and a half hours, it was called 
the most elaborate coach service in the world. 

Even a single ray of jlight disturbed Hyde’s 
slumbers, and out of that idiosyncrasy came 
a story that was widely believed. When he ac- 
cepted: an invitation to spend a week end in the 
country or at Newport, it wasesaid, one of his 
three valets went ahead to prepare his suite. 
Black drapes were hung at the windows, a 
black carpet was unrolled on the floor and the 
bed was a Stygian study with black sheets and 
pillow cases and even black blankets. 

What really happened, Hyde said later, was 
that he always brought along a narrow strip

— reg oe had died, 
eaving him 51 per ire ef the 
cent of the insurance " ee “ie nog 
stock. He became vice- 
president of the company and spent long hours 
daily behind a desk, but his social activities 
were not greatly diminished. 

When Sarah Bernhardt came to New York, 
he entertained her at a dinner which was popu- 
larly believed to have cost $30,000. His-fanciest 
affair, however, was one he staged at Sherry’s 
as a coming-out party for his niece. Guests 
were appropriately dressed for the court of 
Louis Fourteenth,« which the occasion almost 
equalled in splendor. at the time said 
the bill was $100,000. said it was about 


‘$10,000. 


Publicity on the party, plus a feud between 
Hyde and the president of the company, brought 
about a state investigation. It was charged that 
Hyde had put the cost of many of his soirees 
on his expense account. 

The investigation was expanded to include 
rival companies and resulted in a reerganiza- 
tion of most of them. Drastic changes occurred 
in .state insurance laws, making New York 
insurance companies virtually as safe as the 
Federal Reserve Bank. The prosecutor, Charles 

Evans Hughes, was launched on a political 
career which led from the gubernatorial 
mansion in Albany to the threshold 

of the White House. 
The president of Hyde’s company 
left the country, Hyde took the 
witness stand. After that ordeal, 
ns sold his stock-—for which 
e had refused a $10,000,000 
offer for $2,500,000, and 
moved to Paris, where he had 
bought a home three years 

before. . 
That was in 1905. In 
1913 he married Marthe 
Leishman, daughter of an 
American ambassador. They 
were divorced six years later. 
He married the Countess 
Matuschka, the former Ella 
Walker of Detroit,in 1930, but 
the union lasted less than a 
year. His third wife was Mar- 
the Dervaux, brilliant widow of 
Andre Thome, a deputy from 
Rambouillet who was killed in 1916 

in the battle of Verdun. 

Both had received Legion of Honor 
decorations from the French government, 

Hyde for his lifelong support of Franco-

HE phone rang. The butler answered. 

T “Mrs. Knight’s residence,” he said. 

That wasn't right. The New York tele- 
phone directory listed that number under the 
name of Mrs. Reville Kniffin. the well-known 
society heiress to a substantial portion of the 
$15,000,000 fortune left by her grandfather, the 
late Lewis Cass Ledyard, Sr., a J. P. Morgan 
lawyer. : 

It was no secret that lovely Dorothy Ledyard 
Knight Kniffin had discussed getting a divorce 
from Mr. Kniffin, but so far had not obtained 
a decree.

gut Dorothy couldn't be convinced so easily 
that time. She was staying in Reno just so Dick 
couldn't upset the legal residence clause in her 
divorce. 

When his ex-wife couldn't be budged, the 
mercurial Knight, who was never stumped for 
very long, made off with the children. This was 
another stratagem that had worked on previous 
occasions, but instead of following him Dorothy 
talked of pressing charges of abduction. 

There were some legal skirmishes about that, 
but nothing came of them. 

In August, 1944, Dorothy married Reville 
Knitfin. 

Dick ranted and raved, called Kniffin names, 
but underneath it all he held to his theme: 
“She'll be back. We love each other dearly.” 

Knight’s marriage wasn’t the only thing to

Hazel tried to be a Cinderella, and didn’t 
even take stock of her most outstanding faults 
or attempt to correct them. Peg married a man 
from a station in life nearer her own._ For addi- 
tional happiness insurance, she subjected her 
appearance and personality to critical scrutiny. 

That look into the mirror and careful self- 
analysis is the first step every husband-hunting 
girl should take, the authors advise. They also 
point out that Cinderella marriages are poor 
ventures because there is so little chance of that 
all important ingredient—compatability. : 

A husband caught 
probably won't be 
kept, if there is a lack 
of that ingredient — 
which depends largely 
on abilities, interests, 
temperaments and 
characters that do not 
clash. 

“A poor showing in 
any one.of those four 
traits may make your 
husband difficult —- or 
your husband's wife,” 
according to these 
marriage experts and 
they- cite a case to 
illustrate. 

“Anna and Paul 
were madly in love, 
yet doomed to mar- 
riage failure from the 
outset. Paul was a 
high-brow, interested 
in literature and the 
arts. Anna liked cheap 
romantic novels and 
jive. He was sensitive 
and retiring. She was 
outspoken, a_ sharp- 
tongued hoyden. 

“The characters of 
both were sterling, but 
six months of married 
life convinced Paul he 
had married a crude 
moron; convinced 
Anna that she _ had 
married a theorist and 
a weakling. No master 
in a divorce hearing 
could ever patch up 
the basic difference of 
these two.” 

When a girl has 
taken an inventory of 
her’ own faults and 
strong points, both in 
looks and behavior — 
which she can do by 
taking a number of 
tests the authors offer for guidance—she will, 
it is assumed, do her best to improve where 
improvement is indicated. 

Then she must ask herself honestly if she has 
any craving for fame or worldly goods, any 
creative yearnings that will keep her from being 
a good wife and mother in a home where she is 
entirely dependent on a husband for her security.

She did and after 
four years of marriage her husband had become 
so interested in what she was doing that he gave 
up farming. They now have a lucrative antique 
business and both are happy. 

Nina had a Creative urge, but she didn’t in 
any way try to reconcile it with her marriage to 
Andy, a sma!l-town boy who worshiped her. 
She dreamed of herself as a great novelist and

Never 
was a Follies beauty any more glamorous than 
she was!”’ 

Or, “What about Alma Bennett—and Oro 
Carewe—and Virginia Nightingale and Cathe- 
rine McGuire and Ruth Leslie and Fontaine 
LaRue?”

Lovely Marjorie King, too, one of the loves 
of John Gilbert’s hectic career, which included 
such loves as Greta Garbo, Virginia Bruce, Lupe 
Velez and Leatrice Joy. In the end, Marjorie 
married millionaire Phil Plant, former husband 
of Constance Bennett. 

Pretty Ruth Hiatt, who laid aside her bathing 
suit for chaps and a sombrero as queen of the 
westerns in co-starring pictures with Ken May- 


nard. And dark, beautiful Olive Borden, co- 
starred with George O’Brien and later one of 
the screen’s most popular leading ladies. And 
Peggy Pierce, now an executive in the trans- 
portation department at Warner Brothers, and 
Roxanna McGowan, who is Mrs. John Stahl. 

Some of them I still see in Hollywood. Stun- 
ning and always amusing Mrs. Carey Wilson— 
her husband produced “The Postman Always 
Rings Twice’ for MGM, but you may know him 
best’ as the dramatic, colorful, disembodied voice 
which relates Hollywood history to you at the 
Academy Awards—-she and I gab about the days 
when she was that entrancing Senorita Car- 
melita Geraghty and wore a bathing suit or a 
mantilla for Mack Sennett. 

Or Marian Nixon, once married to world’s 
champion Joe Benjamin and then to Eddie Hill- 
man, a Santa Barbara playboy and millionaire, 
but now Mrs. William Seiter-——Bill made “One 
Touch of Venus” with Ava Gardner. 

You keep on asking Mack Sennett how he 
picked ’em, and he just smiles at you. , But I 
know he doesn’t think he could find that many 
girls today in Hollywood who had or could be 
taught the secret. They haven’t as much pep, 
as much personality. 

Take the way he picked the greatest of future 
stars, Gloria Swanson, in the days when, as he 
puts it, a man’s office was under his hat. By 
that, he means that a man saw more people then, 
he was always around, he was on the set, he 
talked to everybody and kept his eye peeled, he 
was, let us say, more accessible than producers 
are today. 

He was just strolling around one day when 
someone told him a girl wanted to see him. 


“I always saw all of them,’”’ Mack Sennett 
says, “I saw all of ’em myself always. How 
could you tell? If anybody else knew how to 
pick ’em as well as I did they'd have been Mack 
Sennett instead of me. Sometimes I saw two— 
three hundred without getting one and then— 
like this girl. First thing hit me—she had the 
loveliest smile I ever saw. Made me feel good 
when she smiled. 


a THOUGHT next, well, that’s a mighty pert 

nose and it’s different—nowadays they seem 
to like ’em alike, but then I was always looking 
for something different.

She 
looked thin and she has been ill but she was all 
they told me around here she would be. Every- 
one acted like the queen had come.

JUNE 19th. Started another picture today. It 
seems I just go from one picture to another 
and I’m getting ahead beautifully. I’m happy. 

June 29th. Worked on retakes on the Ben 
Turpin picture. I'm sorry the picture is ending. 
Ben has been a riot. He’s the funniest man in 
the world. He has had everyone on the set 
laughing all the time. 

July 8th. I think with another year of Sen- 
nett fraining I will be ready for features. Lots 
of girls who worked at Sennett’s have gotten a 
great break when they leaVe Mr. Sennett. Look 
at Gloria Swanson. And right now there is 
Phyllis Haver starring in Chicago—and Marie 
Prevost in a picture called “On to Reno.” 

Aug. 2nd. Had my first swimming lesson at 
the Hollywood Athletic Club today. Not that I 
have to have it for pictures because it seems a 
Sennett girl never goes near the water, at least 
I haven’t, but Mr. Sennett says it is good for 
you. Mabel Normand was a swimming champ. 

Aug. 21st. Worked all day and mother and 
I went to Madeline Hurlock’s for dinner and to 
the theatre. I like to be with Madeline because 
she talks about so many interesting things. I 
expect if anybody overheard us they would 
hardly think we were two Sennett girls. 

Nov. 19th. Went to the opening of “What 
Price Glory.” Marvelous picture. Phyllis Haver 
was sensational. Another Sennett girl makes good. 

Dec. 4th. Started a picture. Eddie Quillan, 
Madeline Hurlock and I are to be featured. 


and she’d gone somewhere else looking for more 
money, and I'd agreed to $65 a week which was 
my top. I.told the boys if she did show up to 
tell her who did she think she was and there 
were millions of girls—but when she came trip- 
ping in at — to 12 none of the boys had the 
nerve to tell her that, and she came over and I 
opened my big mouth to tell her myself but she 
said real quick, ‘Please,:-Mr: Sennett, I’m sorry, 
but Wally Beery and I went out and got married 
last night, and now I’m ready to go to work.’

Up until David Selznick put on that campaign 
to find Scarlett O’Hara for “Gone With the 
Wind,” ‘no part we'd ever heard of in Holly- 
wood .raised such a rumpus as the blonde in 
Anita Loos’ best best-seller, ‘Gentlemen Prefer 
Blondes.” Ruth Taylor got it and the best way 
to read that story is from her own diary which 
she kept and treasured. Ruth was born in 
Grand Rapids, Mich., moved to Portland, Ore., 
and the minute she graduated from high school 
made a bee line for Hollywood. Probably every- 
body she ever knew had told her she ought to be 
in pictures, and they must have been right, for 
Mack Sennett picked her in five seconds flat and 
a lot of people say to this very day that she was 
the prettiest little blonde that ever hit town. 

Her diary will tell you a lot about those Mack 
Sennett days, about Ruth Taylor herself and a 
lot of the other bathing beauties. 

Jan. 4th. I kept thinking all day how lucky 
I was to get on here at Sennett’s. It’s the best 
of all. Started in the “Puppy Love”’ series today 
with Eddie Cline. He is a grand director to work 
with. We have the most fun of anybody on our 
set, everybody laughs all the time. 

Jan. 7th. Great great great. They took up 
my little option. Am I happy! I am learning 
so much here and it is so much fun. 

Jan. 18th. You certainly have to go in for 
everything if you’re aiming to be a comedy 
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Madeline and I are a good contrast. She is so 
tall and dark and I am little and blond. 

Jan. 20th. I am going to leave Sennett’s. I 
want to get out and try my luck at features. 

March 9th. My last day with Sennett. Went 
to the studio in the afternoon to check my ward- 
robe. Everyone wished me luck as a free lance 
and seemed to mean it, bless them. I know my 
training and experience in comedies will help me 
in features. Said good-by to Ben Turpin and 
we cried. How grateful I am to him for his help 
and kindness. On the last Sennett set I saw 
there were 10 new bathing girls. They looked 
eager and happy and beautiful. Mr. Sennett 
says Carole Lombard and Sally Eilers are the 
pick and they will be great stars some day. 

March 10th. I wish Madeline would get away 
from two-reelers now, too. I missed being with 
her today. I think it is time for her to leave. 


OON after that the dark and smoldering 
beauty, Madeline Hurlock, did leave Sennett’s. 
But her success wasn’t to be as a dramatic 
actress——oddly enough she was not too good in 
her first big role. Then she met and married Marc 
Connelly, the author of America’s classic “Green 
Pastures” and her love of the drama and intel- 
lectual capacity were an inspiration to him. 

When they separated, her second marriage 
was to Robert E. Sherwood, who wrote “The 
Road to Rome,” “Idiot’s Delight” and “There 
Shall Be No Night”—and theirs is a great mar- 
riage and partnership. “ 

Little Ruth went on from Sennett’s to some 
dark days. No jobs came her way. 

Then began the search for Lorelie. Anita 
Loos, who wrote Helen Hayes’ recent great hit 
“Happy Birthday,” had written a book that swept 
the nation and whose title became part of our 


language, “Gentlemen Prefer Blondes,” In her 
contract, it said that Miss Loos was to pick the 
fabulous and hilarious and witty and comic and 
shrewd and beautiful dumbbell blonde whom 
gentlemen in the picture were to prefer. 

And then one afternoon very late Mal St. 
Clair, who was to direct it, came to the end of 
the waiting line of actresses who were willing to 
make tests for this role-——-and some of them were 
stars—-and saw a small blond girl huddled 
against the wall half asleep. He decided to skip 
her, when she opened enormous blue eyes and 
said, “I’ve been waiting rine hours.”

And the sensational success 
she’d always wanted to be and dreamed of being. 

“Another Mack Sennett girl makes good,’’ 
she said. 

But her stellar career didn’t last long. She 
was still only 22, and at a dinner party in New 
York on her first visit, she met Paul S. Zucker- 
man, who had a seat on the New York Stock 
Exchange, belonged to the most exclusive so- 
ciety, was handsome besides, and moreover pre- 
ferred Ruth Taylor to any blonde in the world. 

Three weeks later their engagement was an- 
nounced, and in a few months they were married 
by Mayor Jimmy Walker in the gorgeous pent- 
house of Billy Seeman and his beautiful wife, 
Phyllis Haver Seeman, the Sennett bathing girl. 

Young Mrs. Zuckerman settled down on Park 
Avenue with all the aplomb of a Sennett girl, 
for they seem to find themselves at home any- 
where, and a year later her son Bucky was born. 


NOW comes the part I like. 
They were as happy as lovebirds. Ruth 
Zuckerman became a great favorite with his 
friends and a well known and favorite hostess 
for the theatrical-literary-social upper crust for 
New York.

Tragedy. Stalks 
a GENIUS 


By David Camelon 
HE seeds of genius and of tragedy lie closely 
T nurtured in the roots of life. 

And a thin, fine cord—as strong as the 
nylon fibre he invented—binds together the tri- 
umph, and the death, of Dr. Wallace Hume 
Carothers, the “gloomy genius’’ of chemical re- 
search. 

*% * * 
There wasn’t any fanfare when his moment 
of greatest triumph came. It was as simple, as 


intense and honest as the man himself. ~ 


Dr. Carothers strode quietly into the office of 
the du Pont chemical director at Wilmington, a 
hypodermic needle, filled with a hot, viscous sub- 
stance, in his hand. 

He raised it in the air—and pressed the 
plunger. 

A thin stream squirted into the air, cooling 
instantly into a gossamer-fine filament which 
drifted gently to the floor. : 

“Here,” said Dr. Carothers, “is your syn- 
thetic textile fabric.”’ 

The date was May 23, 1934. For two centuries, 
men had sought the fibre that Dr. Carothers 
had introduced with such casual, almost un- 
conscious, drama: a fibre that would be tough, 
pliable and elastic—that would possess many of 
the qualities of, yet be superior in some respects 
to, cotton, wool and silk. 

For six years, since he joined the du Pont 
staff in 1928, Dr. Carothers and his associates 
had been seeking to outdo nature in the creation 
of such a fibre—a fibre that had to be made by 
synthesizing ‘“superpolymers,”’ or giant mole- 
cules, linked end to end in chains of great length 
and strength. Silk, wool and leather are made 
that way by nature. 

In those years many fibres had been produced 
-—but none met the exacting requirements of the 
textile industry. They melted, hot water soft- 
ened them, cleaning fluids dissolved them. 

The final achievement was a mental feat 
almost unparalleled in chemical research. Dr. 
Carothers had worked out another, new process 
entirely in his head! It had been perfected men- 
tally in minute completeness be- 
fore ever it was tested in the 
laboratory. 

The fibre was to be called 


nylon. 
* + * 


Within three years, this 
genius destroyed himself in a 
Philadelphia hotel room. The 
date was April 29, 1937, two 
days after his 41st birthday. 

What caused this fine mind 
to bring about its own extinc- 
tion? Perhaps no one will ever 
know precisely. The key lies 
somewhere in a study of the 
man and his character. 

Dr. Carothers was born of 
Scotch-Irish parentage in Bur- 
lington, Ia., April 27, 1896. He 
was a brilliant chemistry stu- 
dent. Before joining du Pont 
he taught in several outstanding 
universities, including Illinois and Harvard. On 
Feb. 21, 1936, he married Helen Everett Sweet- 
mon of Wilmington. 

“Music-loving, moody, a merciless self-critic”’ 
“-thus his associates described him. There was 
a shy sensitiveness that made him sit silent in 
a group of people—yet he could converse bril- 
liantly with a single companion. Sometimes he 
felt that he wasn’t appreciated—and at other 
times said he didn’t deserve the honors he got. 

He dreve himself incessantly at his work 
for the practical probing of the mysteries of 
nature was a challenge he could not ignore, a 
challenge greater than he was. 

One of those who knew him best, Prof. 
Roger Adams of the University of Illinois, wrote 
that he “had an extremely sensitive nature and 
suffered from periods of depression which grew 
more pronounced as he grew older... he suf- 
fered from a nervous condition which in his later 
vears was reflected in poor health, and which 
became progressively worse in spite of the best 
medical advice and care.”’ 

Was he a prisoner of his own driving genius 

was the restless force of his mind a trap from 
which he thought vainly of escape? It may have 
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Dr. Wallace H. Carothers' 
Brilliant Mind Discovered a 
Secret Sought for Two Cen- 
turies — Yet He Lacked the 
Balance to Complete 
His Triumph 
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been so. Professor Adams, writing of his love 
for music, said: 

‘He possessed a singing voice that might 
have developed under training into something 
very worth while ... and possessed a large and 
much used collection of phonograph records of 
the works of the great masters. 

“He said occasionally that were he to start 
over again he would devote his life to music.” 

In January, 1936, his sister Isbel, “Lu” of 
the radio team of Clara, Lu and Em, died-——and 
he never became reconciled to her death. 

On April 28, 1937, he left his home to go “on 
a short trip.”” He checked into the Philadeiphia 
hotel at 5 a. m. on the 29th. Late that day 
guests heard moans from the room. 

Dr. Carothers swallowed the contents of a 


vial of poison into which he had squeezed a 
lemon, to disguise the taste. 

A coroner’s jury, using the only word it knew 
to classify his death, called it suicide while 
mentally deranged. Seven months later,. his 
daughter, Jane, was born. 

His death seemed purposeless, but it has a 
moral. Modern psychiatry knows that brilliant 
men often lack the balance of ordinary folk. 

His mind was capable of flaming intensity of 
concentration, of emotion, joy and depression, 
that the average person can seldom know. The 
force of his mind made nylon possible. But, in 
the same way, its power magnified a period of 
depression—which a lesser mind might have 
shrugged off—into the fatal crisis. 

Today, as a result of the deaths of Dr. 
Carothers, and similar tragedies, du Pont, and 
other companies, have retained the full-time 
services of psychiatrists, to help not only such 
men as Dr. Carothers, but all their employes— 
clerks, laborers, and executives—-to surmount 
their individual problems. 

The hope is that, thus, such tragedies of 
genius may be avoided in the future. 

Carothers is gone—leaving behind him a 
thread-like monument that will live forever.

“B EING of sound mind and body, I hereby 
bequeath...’ The dignified British law- 
yer's voice rpmbled through his office 
as he read aloud the deceased man’s will. 

The bulk of the estate, the document stipu- 
lated, was left to a distant relative. Another 
large share went to a former business associate. 
There were several bequests to charitable or- 
ganizations. 

As the lawyer reached the concluding sen- 
tence of the will, he turned toward the widow. 


Then, blushing visibly, he reached into a large, | 


unmarked bag and held the contents aloft. 

“Your husband’s final stipulation,” he told 
the enraged woman, ‘was that his wife be left 
‘one pafr of trousers as a symbol of what she 
wanted to wear during my lifetime.’ ”’ 

Sardonic as it was, the Englishman’s post 
mortem humor was not as unusual as one might 
expect. A surprising number of men, victims of 
some real or imagined injustice during their life- 
time, have recently left vindictive wills in a 
rather: belated effort to get even with their 
wives, relatives or friends. 

As an expression of deep and abiding bitter- 
ness, the will written by a wealthy banker is 
unsurpassed. ‘“‘To my wife,’’ he wrote, “I leave 
her lover and the knowledge I wasn’t the fool 
she thought I was. 

“To my son I leave the pleasure of earning 
a living. For 25 years he thought the pleasure 
was mine. He was mistaken. To my daughter 
I leave $100,000. She will need it. The only 
good piece of business her husband ever did was 
to marry her. 

“To my valet I leave the clothes he has been 
stealing from me regularly for ten years, also 
the fur coat he wore last winter while I was in 
Palm Beach.* To my chauffeur I leave my cars. 
He almost ruined them, and I want him to have 
the satisfaction of finishing the job. 

“To my partner I leave the suggestion that 
he take some other clever man in with him at 
once if he expects to do any business.” 

A barber in Worcester, Mass., after leaving 
almost his entire $6,000 estate to his 13-year-old 
son, stipulated that his wife be given “‘not more 
than $1 to buy herself some poison.” 

Several widows have been left sums ranging 
from five to ten cents, with instructions that 
the money be spent to buy nooses with which 
they could hang themselves. 

One husband, whose estate was more than 
$20,000, bequeathed his wife 50 cents. This

magnanimous gift, he stated, was to be paid 
in two installments... After a court appeal, how- 
ever, the amount was increased to $2 a week. 

Another woman, who was, if possible, even 
less fortunate, was left out of her husband's 
will entirely with the acid comment that she 
was “a perambulating human vinegar jug.”’ 

‘‘My estate,”’ her husband wrote, ‘“‘would have 
been considerably larger had it not been for 
my unfortunate marriage with the cleverest 
known legal daylight robber.”’ 

The will of a San Francisco man provided 
that his two daughters were to receive $1 each 
and ‘a father’s curse.”” As a parting shot, he 
expressed the hope that their lives would be 
“fraught with misery, unhappiness and poignant 
sorrow. 

“May their deaths be soon,” he added, “and 
of lingering, malign and tortuous nature.” 

An English woman, apparently given to tip- 
pling, was left five shillings by her father with 
the observation that this handsome sum “‘is suf- 
ficient to enable her to get drunk for the last 
time at my expense.” 

A Kansas gas station attendant, murdered 
in an attempted holdup, stipulated that the in- 
come from his estate of more than $7,000 be 
used to care for his dog, Tuffy. After the ani- 
mal’s death, the will stated, the money was to 
go to a neighbor. To his son he bequeathed $10. 

A number of wills, while not cutting off rela- 
tives and friends completely, have had rather 
vexing strings attached to them. One British 
woman, for example, was required by her hus- 
band’s last testament to appear barefoot in the 


marketplace on each anniversary of his death, 
proclaiming to all that if her tongue had been 
shorter his life would have been longer. 

A Brisbane, Australia, man left his relatives 
all his money but specified that they must listen 
each week to the phonograph record he had 
secretly made of their scoldings. 

Another man left a friend $400 and then 
observed that the bequest would be increased 
to $800 if the beneficiary would “have his nose 
straightened.”’ 

A wealthy Scotsman willed his brother a 
handsome gold watch but attached a laconic 
rider to the gift. The watch, he said, “has been 
pawned by me and the ticket lost.” 

One impoverished individual who was in- 
cluded in the will of an acquaintance who didn’t 
like him was ordered to wear coarse linen under- 
clothes exclusively to qualify for the bequest. 
The purpose of this stipulation was to make 
certain that the beneficiary would suffer a maxi- 
mum of discomfort by having his skin continu- 
ally scratched. 

* The will of a Denver businessman reflected 
an equally bitter sense of humor. During his 
lifetime, he had had certain marked differences 
of opinion with a woman who was an ardent 
prohibitionist. Accordingly, before he departed 
for the next world, he bequeathed the woman 
five shares of brewery stock which, he said, “she 
may use as- markers for her family Bible.” 

The prize for the most diabolically vindictive 
will of all goes, however, to a resident of Mu- 
nich, Germany. As his last wish, the man 
Stipulated that his body be exhibited in an 
upper-story room of his house. When his rela- 
tives gathered around his coffin, the floor col- 
lapsed. Most of the.mourners were killed. - The 
cause of the disaster was sinister in its sim- 
plicity.

SPENT nine months in a cell in the death 
house in Sing Sing Prison, 1 saw eight other 

men walk down our corridor to the electric 
chair. 

I saw each of them, one time or another, 
stop outside my cell. They came to shake hands, 
I heard each of them give me the death house 
good-by. 

“Johnny,” they said—-and me under sentence 
of death—‘I’ll be seeing you,” and they went on 
into the “dance hall.’ 

They call the block of pre-execution cham- 
bers, where a condemned man spends his last 
hours, the dance hall. Sometimes you get 


the jumps there, waiting to walk through the 


‘ 


green door to the room where the chair is. 

It gave me the shivers when I heard those 
words, “I'll be seeing you.” But I knew all they 
meant was “So Jong, guy,” or “Good luck.” I 
felt so bad for them—everybody does in the 
death house when one of you go—-that I couldn't 
answer one of them. I just shook their hands. 

I saw them go, one by one, and for a long 
time I was just as sure that I was going, too, 
when my turn came, as I am that I’m sitting 
here. . 

I was convicted, in 1947, of being in with the 
‘ trigger man in a stick-up murder in.a Brooklyn 
cafe. I-didn’t even know anything about it. 
I wasn't even near the place that night. But I 
got the chair. -and you don’t know what despair 
is until you hear the guard clang the door on 
you in the death house. 

“This is it,”’ I said to myself. ‘Everything is 
over.”’ I didn’t know then there was such a 
thing as an appeal. I'd never heard of a writ 
or a Court of Appeals order. 

I just went dazed. For three months I was 
sick as a puppy. My mind was confused and my 
stomach was confused. Butterflies in your 
stomach, they call it. 

Then gradually I began to pay attention to 
the fellows around me. They can get 36 in the 
death house in a single row of cells, and you can 
‘hear up and down the cortidor. 

One night I heard a kind of moaning, and 
then some others joining in on the moaning, and 
I said, ““What is this, everybody. crying?” 

Then I made out some words: 

@ -“Swing low, sweet chariot, coming for to 
carry. me home!” 

They were singing a spiritual and you never 
heard anything like it. 
but it must have come out of their hearts. It 
was wonderful at first and then it got on my 
nerves, going on and on, and I wanted to yell, 
“Hey, you guys, pipe down!” 

But 1 didn’t. Nobody did. That was those 
fellows’ way of praying, and I figured, “You 
guys got a right to pray, and I got a right to 
pray. You sing, and I'll say my rosary~—-and I 
did.”’ 

I found out later that about everybody 
prayed. When you get over being sick, and 
your mind stops being confused, you pull vour- 
self-out of the deepest despair anybody can 
imagine. You begin to hope, for one reason. or 
another. In the death house, waiting for the 
chair, you even plan on what you're going to do 
when you get ‘out, after you're pardoned, or after 
you're cleared in a new trial. 

Danny Webster did that, that nice little guy. 
He was in the next cell to me once. You can 
talk to the féllow in the cell on either side of 
you, but you can’t see him. You can even play 
cards with him through a slot in the cell wall. 
Danny and I played rummy, and talked a ot, 
and we both wanted to get into*some business 
when we got out. 

We never said anything about what we were 
m for. You never do, in the death house. “‘What- 
ever Danny Webster did, he kept on hoping. He 
did until the last day, and then a guard said 
to him: 

“What'll it be, 
meal.”’

“Two 
and a half milligrams of testosterone nigiit and 
morning,” he ordered. ‘There may be a better 
chance than you think.” 

“But doctor! Testosterone is the male hor- 
mone. This is a little girl!” 

“I know,” the doctor said. “Sometimes sex 
hormones have nothing to do with sex. Give 
her the testosterone — and watch her weight.” 

Like 13 other prematurely-born babies, all 
under four pounds, who were treated with tes- 
tosterone by two California doctors, she not only 
lived but thrived. In a week she had regained 
her birth weight. In a month she weighed five 
and a half pounds. 

Infaits who come into the world too early 
are sadly unprepared for the strugyle of life. 
Until this new accomplishment was placed on 
the list of hormone miracles, few doctors would 
hold out hope for the survival of a baby that 
weighed five and a half pounds or less, 

In most cases their respiration is unreliable, 
and they may suddenly turn blue and die, They 
need food desperately, but their digestion and 
metabolism are haphazard. Body temperature 
may sink far below normal. Water balance is 
ceficient, and they may require frequent injec- 
tions of fluid.

be present in anyone who has just incurred 
severe wounds or whose thyroid overactivity is 
burning out tissues as fast as they can be 
formed—seem to ciuange amazingly when the 
male sex hormone is administered. 

Weight and strength gain immediately. New 
protein is assimilated into the body. Amino 
acids which were being discarded by the kid- 
neys as unusable are saved and rapidly syn- 
thesized into body proteins. Appetite increases 
and muscle tone improves. 

Recent experiments seem to indicate that 
the growth: impetus of testosterone applies to 
undersized boys and girls in their teens as well 
as to infants, although, as in the case of any 
use of sex hormones, it must be carefully pre- 
scribed by a competent physician. 

The protein-building qualities of the male 
hormone are being tested on various organs of 
the body. Only the other day a research team 
of the University of California medical school 
and the U. S. Naval Hospital in Oakland, Calif., 
announced that testosterone had been effective 
in rehdbilitating patients whose livers were 
qamaged by cirrhosis or other ailments. 

Alihough the existence of hormones has 
been suspected and even their functions recog- 
nized for a century, they have been available in 
pure form and unlimited quantity for only a 
decade, and scientists are still unable to find 
the reasons for some of their reactions. 

Anthony Paul, a baker in a little town in 
Minnesota, climbed initio his car in his basement 

‘rage on his way to work. As he reached for 
the starter button, an almost unbearable pain 
uiened his chest ard one arm. Ile could 

div catch his breath and he seemed unable

pain, because he had had a similar attack once 
before and he knew it was angina pectoris, 
perhaps the most agonizing and frightening of 
all heart diseases. 

He fell against the wheel and his elbow 
pressed the horn. The prolonged tooting brought 
his wife on the run. She hurried to the phone 
and called the doctor. 

“Tony has one of those attacks again. Can 
you come quick?” 

“You're lucky,” the doctor said. “I was just 
going out the door on my morning rounds 
when the phone rang. I'll be right over.” 


HE administered the usual treatment for heart 

attacks and added an injection of tes- 
tosterone propionate, the most effective of all 
forms of the male hormone. 

“It's something new for this sort of thing, 
he said. “They say it’s very effective. At any 
rate I don’t think it can do him any harm.” 

That was two years ago and Tony Paul 
has had no more trouble. Similar experiences 
have been reported from all parts of the coun- 
try, but there have also been cases in which the 
injections caused little or no Improvement. 

Some doctors say that the heart cases in 
which testosterone has done its best work may 
not have been angina at all, but merely some 
by-product of the male climacteric, which is 
similar to the female menopause. However, 
Dr. M. A. Lesser of Boston, who has had wide 
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experience with hormone therapy of angina and 
is one of the outstanding authorities, declares: 

‘Testosterone propionate, properly used, not 

only reduces the frequency of attacks of angina 
pectoris, but decreases their severity when they 
do occur. Further time will be required for 
the evaluation of results before it can be deter- 
mined definitely whether or not this treatment 
will prolong the life of the patient, but my 
studies and those of others indicate that it will 
make him more comfortable and increase his 
capacity for work.” 

Although a majority of the heart patients 
treated with testosterone have been 
men, numerous cases have been re- 
ported in which women also re- 
sponded favorably. 


() FAR, no doctor can savy defin- 
itely why the male hormone ben- 
efits those who have symptoms of 
angina. Some believe improvement 
occurs because testosterone has a 
tendency to widen the arteries and 
increase the blood flow. Some con- 
tend that it tones up the heart 
muscles by increasing the phos- 
phorus content. Many are con- 
vinced that the pains disappear 
merely because, in men, at least, 
testosterone promotes mental re- 
laxation and a sense of well-being, 
and allays emotional stress. 

As new discoveries are made in 
the usefulness of the androgens 
(male hormones) and estrogens 
and progestins (female hormones), 
the cost of the magical substances 
has steadily declined, thus making 
their virtues available to an ever- 
increasing number. 

The American Weekly pointed 
out in a series of stories two years 
ago* that four American offshoots 
of a prewar European cartel com- 
pletely dominated the manufacture 
of sex hormones, which are synthe- 
sized from a variety of sources, in- 
cluding the spinal cords of cattle, 
certain extracts of soy beans, the 
fat washed from wool and even the 
root of the sarsaparilla bush. 

Despite an anti-trust decree 
which prohibited collusion on 
prices, the price lists of all four 
companies were identical in the 
hormone field at the time The 
aVeekly’s series appeared and were, 
as the articles showed, unjustifiably 
high. They started to drop a few 
weeks later and have been going 
down ever since. 

A standard package of tes- 
tosterone propionate (50 ampules, 
25 milligrams) had been costing 
$64.80 for four years. It dropped to 
$51.84 and then to $33.60. Estra- 
diol benzoate, a popular type of 
estrogen, was selling for $44 for a 
box of 50 one-milligram ampules, 
but went down to $30.80. A 50- 
ampule box of progesterone, the 
‘pure progestin hormone and theone 
which prepares for pregnancy, cost 
as much as $33.80 when the series 

appeared and now sells for as low as $12.56. 


NE of the four companies which had cross- 

licensed one another and excluded all com- 
petitors was Schering Corporation of Bloom field, 
N. J.. a German-born subsidiary which was 
seized by the Alien Property Custodian early in 
1942 and has since operated under government 
control. : 

Attorney General Tom Clark, who began an 
investigation whéen informed of The Weekly’s 
findings, decreed a year ago that Schering’s 
patents, including those for sex hormones, must 
be opened for licensing to anyone willing to pay 
a reasonable fee. 

Francis Brown, a former San Francisco attor- 
ney who was,named president of Schering soon 
after the government took control, recently an- 
nounced what may be an even more effective 
policy for breaking the price line. Testosterone 
propionate and methyltestosterone (the oral 
form), which previously were sold only by the 
four companies, and progesterone, which had 
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only one other large manufacturer, can now be 
bought in bulk from Schering for packaging by 
rival pharmaceutical houses. 

Half a decade ago progesterone was being 
offered to wholesalers for as high as $140 a 
gram. It can be bought now for less than $7 a 
gram, and the two forms of testosterone, once 
almost prohibitively expensive, sell at about the 
same figure. 


THE androgens (male hormones) andthe estro- 
gens and progestins are closely related, chem- 
ically, their structures differing in only the 
Smaliest degree. Each is known to have certain 
vital roles in the normal reproductive physiology 
of men and women, but the knowledge of their 
numerous other functions is being broadened 
yearly. The androgens, for example, now display 
13 other activities apparently unrelated to sex 
and the estrogens are almost as versatile. 


Helen Biehl, a stenographer, walked into a 
police station in Wilmington, Del. She was hag- 
gard, disheveled and half hysterical. 

‘Please lock me in a cell,” she begged. “My 
head is driving me crazy. Unless I’m prevented, 
I know I'm going to kill myself.” 

Helen was lucky—as lucky as anyone can be 
who is afflicted with migraine, a_ strongly 
hereditary malady distinguished by an intense 
headache and accompanied by general prostra- 
tion and a despair so great that suicide is not 
uncommon. It occurs periodically in both males 
and females, and doctors tried vainly for decades 
to find a means of relieving the terrific pain. 

The police matron had a friend who was be- 
ing treated with estrogens for migraine. She 
bundled the suffering stenographer into a cab 
and took her to the same doctor. After a single 
injection, the severity of the attack diminished 
and a sedative put Helen to sleep. 

Early experimentation with estrogens for 
migraine relieved some patients but seemed to 
aggravate the headaches of others. Dr. C. W. 
Dunn of Cheyney, Pa., discovered that most of 
the failures were due to insufficient doses. Large 
injections, he reported to the Medical Clinics of 
North America, were preponderantly successful 
and as effective in*men as in women. 

The ability of hormones to correct functional 
disorders of women and to assist both sexes 
through the most difficult stages of the meno- 
pause or climacteric may remain their greatest 
value, but their aid in the battle against heart 
disease and cancer, America’s No. 1 and No. 2 
killers, is becoming constantly more impressive. 


jN addition to the relief obtained from testoster- 

one in angina pectoris, a number of investi- 
gators have reported beneficial results when it 
is injected in patients who have various diseases 
of the blood vessels, such as arteriosclerosis 
(hardening of the arteries) and chronic, long- 
standing phlebitis. 

Sex hormones cannat cure cancer, but a wide 
variety of studies have shown that either andro- 
gens or estrogens, in properly selected doses, 
afford definite clinical benefits in certain types. 

Treatment with testosterone in inoperable 
cases of cancer of the breast in young women, 
particularly if it involves the bones, results in 
almost immedate relief from pain. Appetite 
improves and there is a gain in weight and 
strength which usually allows a patient to re- 
sume normal activities for an indefinite period. 

In women of 60 or more, the same results . 
are obtained by large doses of estrogen. While 
the effects are limited to temporary improve- 
ment, this advance has given some hope that a 
way will be found to obtain more lasting results. 

More than ten per cent of men over 50 have 
cancer of the prostate, a gland which surrounds 
the neck of the bladder, and half of the victims 
die of the disease or its complications. Some 
degree of significant malignant change in the 
prostate has been described in approximately 
one man in every five over 40 years old. 

Prostatic cancers apparently require andro- 
gens for their maintenance. One of the most 
effective means .of checking the malady is the 
administration of enough estrogens to neutralize 
the androgens. Eventually the cancer becomes 
accommodated to the new state of affairs and 
continues its course, but meanwhile from one to 
two years are added to life and the most dis- 
tressing symptoms are alleviated. 

Nobody yet knows why, but estrogens have 
also been found effective in treating atrophic rhi- 
nitis, a chronic inflammation of the nasal struc- 
tures, and in otosclerosis, one of the commonest 
and most serious causes of progressive deafness. 

Results in these cases have been obtained 
with estrogenic nasal spray, one of the many 
ways by which sex hormones can be adminis- 
tered. They are most effective when injected, 
but can also be taken orally or in ointments or 
by implantation of pellets under the skin: One 
company recommends pills which are held under 
the tongue until dissolved. Another is about to 
introduce tablets containing a dispersing agent 
which, if placed in the cheek, are claimed to be 
as. effective as an injection.

N THE fields outside of Bucharest, the Baron- 
| ess Elizabeth de Mezey and her father pushed 
through the crowd surrounding an American 
flier who had bailed out of a stricken bomber. 

The flier quickly spotted the pretty girl with 
black hair and dark excited eyes. 

“Do you speak English?” he asked. 

She nodded. 

“Are they going to cut my ears off?” de- 
manded the flier. 

“Of course not,” she replied.

The. Baroness de Mezey (she married Ameri- 
can Col. Elmer T. Kincaid, Jr., during the war 
and prefers to be called Lisa Kincaid), was born 
295 years ago in Arad, Transylvania. 

Her Hungarian father, Nicholas, Baron de 
Mezey, died and her mother took a second hus- 
band, a wealthy Rumanian. As a girl, Lisa 
traveled all over Europe and became a fluent 
linguist. Besides Rumanian, she speaks French, 
Italian, German, Hungarian, English and a smat- 
tering of Turkish. 

When the war came and Hitler took over 
Rumania, Lisa’s family were unsympathetic to 
the fuehrer. 

Finally came the day when the Nazis fled 
Bucharest and the Russians and American para- 
troopers arrived simultaneously. Following them 
came representatives of our Office of Strategic 
Services. 

The O.S.S. made contact with Lisa in a man- 
ner most informal. 

“T was walking along the street,’ recalled

Lisa, smiling, “when one of the O.S.S. boys, a 
navy lieutenant, jg., whistled at me. In my coun, 
try, a whistle means the opposite of what it does 
to Americans. I looked down at my dress and 
stockings to see what Was wrong.” 

The navy lieutenant soon clarified the point. 
He approached Lisa and asked if she spoke 
Fnglish. She said she did. 

“Then, lady,’’ pleaded the navy lieutenant, 
“Can you get us a steak?” 

Lisa took nine O.S.S. men home to her 
father’s house and fed them steaks. In a few 
weeks more, she had become a member of the 
organization. . 

With her six languages, she was very useful. 
At first, most of the work was as interpreter. 
Finally, though, came the big thrill. American 
agents, who had been parachuted behind the 
Nazi lines in another part of the Balkans, needed 
new papers, more money. 

It would involve a night parachute jump 
into enemy territory. The messengers must 
have d command of languages. Lisa was asked 
if she would volunteer. 

“We all were under a spell of patriotism,” 
she recalled, “so I agreed. .A half hour before 
we took off, I was briefed on how to make a 
parachute jump. 

“I was all right until we got close to the 
~place where we were supposed .to bail out. It 

was pitch black, not even any stars visible. As 
the first man stepped forward to jump, I became 
terrified. I wanted to back out. 

“Finally, it was’ my turn. 
positien. 

“"What’s the matter?’ asked a sergeant. 
‘Are you scared?’ He gave me a slight shove, 
and the next thing I knew, I was hurtling down 
into the blackness. 

“I reached for the cord at my chest, and 
in a few seconds, oh, what a lovely feeling! I 
felt the speed of my descent slacken. The para- 
chute had opened.”

After her release, she knew she had to leave 
the country.

She re- 
turned to Germany but later came back to this 
country with her husband and got a job as a 
model.

In the movie capital, she has given’ tech- 
nical advice on the picture, “I Was a Male 
War Bride,” and has played a part in “Reign 
of Terror.”’ 

As this was written, Lisa’s husband was 
in the East.. She probably would remain in 
Hollywood, It was an amicable “arrangement. 

Highest’ ambition of the Rumanian baron- 
ess who did parachute jumps for the O.S.S.

OHN THE BAPTIST dined on locusts and 

honey and apparently found both good. 

Western civilization, accepting honey as a 
delicacy, views the locusts strictly in the category 
of another familiar Biblical reference, as a plague. 

The fare of John the Baptist is recorded in 
both St. Matthew and St. Mark. Locusts as a 
plague are referred to in the book of Exodus in 
the familiar story of Moses calling up the insects 
to lay waste to Egypt where the Israelites were 
held in bondage. 

“For they covered the face of the whole 
earth, so that the land was darkened; and they 
did eat every herb of the land, and all the fruit 
of the trees which the hail had left; and there 
remained not any green thing in the trees, or in 
the herbs of the field, through all the land of 
Egypt.” 

This, the Bible tells us, was the will of the 
Lord. Otherwise, the Egypt of Pharaoh’s time 
might have been saved from destruction by the 
mighty counter-balancing forces which usually 
prevail in the continual struggle for existence 
among nature’s creatures. 

Locusts have been a plague many times in 
mar places since Pharaoh’s day but never, as

the Bible predicted, in such devastating number. 


and appetite. 

Famous in story is the visitation of hordes 
of crickets to the grain fields of the newly estab- 
lished Mormon settlers of Utah in 1848. The first 
crops were being.devoured, and the settlers were 
facing starvation when thousands of gulls sud- 
denly appeared and settled down to dine on the 
crickets, saving half the crops and the lives of 
all the colonists. Something had sent or sum 
moned the gulls 1000 miles inland. 

Only last spring a black tide of crickets (now 
called Mormon crickets) flowed over the grain 
fields of Oregon, 300 miles from the coast, eating 
all before them on a 12-mile front. Man attacked 
with implements of science, poisonous chemicals, 
flame-throwers. And nature joined the fight 
again. Up the Columbia River from the sea flew 
thousands of gulls to eat the pests. 


Serious plagues of Rocky Mountain locusts 
were experienced in 1856 and 1874. In 1869, there 
occurred a great migration of locusts from Africa 
to the west coast of England and in 1889 a swarm 
of locusts seen crossing the Red Sea was esti- 
mated to cover 2000 square miles, 

Nature holds locusts in check more by weather 
than by bird.enemies, for cold reduces egg-laying 
to a minimum and destroys many eggs. When 
an unusually hot and dry season is experienced 
in locust breeding grounds the hatch of these 
pests may be ten times normal and it is after 
such a hatch that migrations jn search of food 
occur. 

Mankind, seeking ways to avoid war, can learn 
at least one lesson from the locusts which, having 
overcrowded and dissipated the resources of 
their own land, will inevitably invade the domain 
of others. It is well to beware of the nation 
seeking what Hitler called “lebensraum.” 


MORE interesting than any of the™%2,000 species 
of locusts are the little creatures which.made 
the honey John the Baptist ate to supplement his 
locust fare. This was wild honey, although bees 
were kept in domesticated hives even by the 
early Egyptians and Greeks. 

The busy little bee is often held up as an 
object lesson for the indolent of the human race 
and a hive of honeybees is, indeed, a busy place. 

The workers, which are of neuter sex, are busy 
gathering pollen from all kinds of blossoms. The 
queen bee, only female in the hive, is busy de- 
positing eggs in the wax cells prepared by the 
workers. The male bees, comparatively few in 
number and known as the drones, are busy sit- 
ting around doing nothing except discussing the 
admirable qualities of the queen, much as a 
group of men gathered in the smoking room of 
a club may discuss the beauty of a member of 
the opposite sex. 

Some students have attributed a high order 
of intelligence to the bees merely because they 
gather food against the needs of winter and live 
a communal life like the ants. 

Actually they are creatures of habit with little 
power to adjust themselves to changing situations 
and with no power of understanding within the 
meaning of intelligence.

yet, though they have wings, they do not migrate 
to warmer climates like the birds. 

They continue producing honey at the same 
old stand although man systematically raids their 
hives and feeds them a sugar and water solution 
in place of their natural food. 

They have no individua] enterprise and all 
live slave lives, the workers as slaves to the 
queen and the queen’s offspring, the queen as 
slave to some queer bee philosophy along the 
lines of the late Hitler’s theory that only the 
Aryan caste should reproduce: 

Even the roue males are slaves—-slaves to the 
overpowering romantic impulse which bids them 
waste no effort except In attempting a mating 
flight with the queen.

that leaves the hive maleless until the new hatch. 

No, sir, there doesn’t seem to be any intelli- 
gence among the males. 

After the mating the queen begins depositing 
eggs in the prepared cells, sometimes laying as 
many as 3,000 a day. One cell, which is reserved 
for the deposit of the egg of a future queen, is 
shaped differently than the rest and into it the 
queen always drops the right egg. In three days 
the eggs hatch into larvae which are fed for five 
more days by the slave workers. Then the larvae 
spin cocoons and in two weeks time emerge as 
bees. 

Meanwhile, the queen tries to attack the cell 
of her queen-daughter but the workers prevent 
the infanticide and the queen goes about laying 
some more eggs. After a while the hive gets 
mighty crowded. 

Now if bees had any intelligence or common 
decency the youngsters would get out and shift 
for themselves. Instead, they take over the old 
homestead and kick the old folks out. 

The old queen departs, her retinue of slaves 
follow in what is called the swarming—actually 
a ,jhouse-hunting expedition—and the queen’s off- 
spring occupy the old hive under a new first lady. 

Bees, like locusts, are low in the order of the

continual struggle for existence waged by nature’s 
creatures. They have many enemies and little 
defense'y against them. Cold weather, several 
diseases to which they are subject, parasites, a 
few birds, robber-flies, wax moths and the ants 
destroy millions of bees. 

Moth larvae often eat up the egg cells, wax, 
bee larvae and all, Cuckoo bees invade hives of 
the honey bee and deposit their own eggs which, 
hatching into larvae, eat up the honey bee eggs 
and larvae. And sometimes honey bees are their 
own worst enemies, robbing other hives. 


HAT can man learn from the bees? 

Surely one lesson is that a person or nation 
of intelligence will transfer the location of the 
honey pot after an enemy has discovered it and 
raided it. 2 

Another, perhaps, that the male of the sex 
can be more wisely employed than merely sitting 
around admiring the female. 

And another: guard the borders against para- 
sites; they destroy from within. : 

But the most valuable lesson is the same that 
is demonstrated by the ants: the utter futility of 
existence under a communistic state which com- 
pletely destroys individual dignity by the aboli- 
tion of free enterprise and enslaves the vast ma- 
jority through atrophied habit. 

The honeybee may have the capacity to think 
it is producing food for all the hive but it lacks 
the intelligence to realize the beekeeper steals the 
honey and replaces it with a sugar and water pap. 

In the Communist land of illusion, as in the 
world of bees, the slavekeepers rob the toilers 
systematically.

Nedra picked up.her baby and collapsed, uncon- 
scious.

“I can 
never put it out of my mind. I can’t go on liv- 
ing. There is nothing left!” 

But there was one thing left—and that was 
Nedra’s courage. Without that, her story might 
have had a harsh and hateful ending. 

How her courage—her will power and belief 
in herself -——carried her through long, dark 
months of despair, until she finally had com- 
plete mastery of herself, was revealed for the 
first time the other day in an exclusive inter- 
view she gave The American Weekly.

She had 
come a long way along the trail back to normal 
life when she met Buddy Clark, radio singer and 
screen actor. He was gay, kind, considerate, 
and in love with her.

took notice of his findings, 
for they fitted in with 
their own increasing plans 
to counter pagan festivals 
—which were often most 
offensive — with Christian 
feasts: Christ, the true 
Sol Invictus, would pub- 
licly displace the pagan 
sun-god. And so, about 
350 A.D., the date of 
Christmas was set in 
Rome as Dec. 25. 


From Rome the date 
was taken over to Con- 
stantinople by the great 
St. John Chrysostom, who 
apparently believed that 
the Romans had checked 
the date through their im- 
perial archives. 


From Rome and from 
Constantinople the date 
spread throughout the 
world and by the fifth 
eentury, Dec. 25 was the 
accepted date of the Savi- 
our’s birth, 
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those days. The 
Jews had theirs; 
the Romans 
theirs; the far-off Chinese 
theirs, and so on. 

Remember, too, that the 
minute historical date-ac- 
curacy of the moderns is 
worlds apart from. the 
more freely written, yet 
substantially true, history 
of the ancients, especially 
the Orientals. 


HIS indifference to dates 

continued for many a 
long day. Let’s take a few 
examples. Charlemagne: 
when, or where he was 
born is unknown; Colum- 
bus, 1446 or 1451, month 
unknown; Shakespeare 
was baptized April 26, 
1564, but his birthday is 
unknown: Wellington was 
born April 29 or May l, 
1769, but the place is not 
certain. 

Bureaus of vital statis- 
tics are extremely mod- 
ern, though the Romans 
did have something along 
these lines for taxation 
purposes. Even today many 
of us can go back to a 
grandfather or grand- 
mother whose age and 
birthday was anybody’s 
guess. 

In the case of: Christ’s 
birthday two additional 
factors accentuated the 
customary indifferences as 
to date-precision. 

First, to a Christian, the 
major, overwhelming: fact 
was that the Saviour had 
actually come. The precise 
date of His arrival was of 
little concern to those who 
worshiped Him. 


§ ECONDLY, according to 
early beliefs, every time 
Christians celebrated ‘the 
Lord’s Supper,” the Savi- 
our was actually and per- 
sonally present on their 
altars in the Eucharist. 
Thus for about two cen-

solstice, June 21, 
when the sun began

cient for Sixtus, so he set 
down in his “Chronicles” 
the date of Christ’s birth 
as December 25-—-just aft- 
er the winter solstice. 
This was in 212 or 221 
A.D., as we have said. 
Sixtus’ computations re- 
ceived scant attention for 
more than a century. Then

They came from the 
night-gowned wife, Bertha Sur- 
prise Cote.

Cote, a sloe-eyed 28-year-old brunette, dashed 
out of her attic apartment on Harvard St., 
Brockton, Mass., and shrieked:

Mrs. Margaret Minnock, who lived on the 
second floor with her aged mother, awoke, 
turned on the light, and reached for her dress- 
ing robe. At the same time she heard cries far- 
ther down the stairway: 

My husband 
has been beaten!”’ 

Mrs. Minnock had to wait while her mother, 
Mrs. Frances Gallagher, got her slippers and 
robe. She heard Mrs. Cote hastening back with 
Mrs. Alice Winberg, the landlady. Mrs. Minnock 
took her mother’s arm, and they went up. 

They saw 34-year-old Rene Cote, a garage

foreman, lying on the floor of the living room, 
his forehead split from temple to~temple. The 
family Christmas tree had fallen on him, and 
he lay tangled among the tinsel and trimmings. 

Mrs. Winberg was at the telephone, calling 
the police. Mrs. Cote, her nightgown now aug- 
mented by an overcoat, huddled dazedly in a 
chair. In a crib in the bedroom slept her 4-year- 
old daughter, Barbara Ann, surrounded by the 
dolls and toys that Santa had brought her. 

Bertha Cote told her story to Detective In- 
spector John N. Sullivan in the kitchen. 


ENE had come home late, she said, having re- 
turned at about midnight from a business trip 
to Boston. He had slept as usual on the divan 
in the living room. 
She said she’d been awakened by Barbara 
Ann, had gotten up and quieted her, then fallen 
asleep again. 
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Some while later another sound intruded— 
a man’s voice. 

“You can’t get away with this, Cote,’”’ she 
said she heard. “‘You’re:through at the garage 
the first of the yeam And 1 want that $1,500!” 

Mrs. Cote said she did not get up because her 
husband frequently had late—and none too gen- 
tle-talking callers. Rene, she explained, had for 
some time been dabbling in black market cars. 

“IT heard a sort of scuffle, then a thud,” she 
related. “I was frightened but I decided to see 
what was going on,” 


Hk said she opened the door leading to the 
kitchen, and immediately saw, framed in the 
light from the living room, the silhouette of a 
man. At the sight of her, he sprang toward the 
door leading to the outer hall. 

“T grabbed at him. He shook me off. Then 
I snatched at something he was carrying. As I 
got my hands on it, he broke away.”’ 

What she seized, it developed, was a fat wad 
of bills totaling $1,200. 

At this point, Patrolman Ernest R. Blood 
stepped into the kitchen.

Later, after her child 
was born, she returned to her job in the factory. 
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Meanwhile the first wife got a divorce, so that 
on his release on parole in January, 1943, he 
and Bertha were able to have a second marriage, 

Within a year he passed a forged check, the 
record showed. Bertha pleaded with the court 
to grant him a suspended sentence, but he had 
to go back to prison as a parole violator. 

After he was freed again in September, 1944, 
he and Bertha settled in Milford, Conn. Then an- 
other forged check landed him behind bars for 
a spell, and after that, while keeping clear of the 
law, he began spending much of his income on 
other women. 

Within recent weeks, Detective Sullivan 
learned, Cote had been seeing a great deal of 
another woman from a near-by town. Mrs. Cote 
had found out about the romance, and had made 
desperate efforts to break it up.

The investigation showed that Cote, without 
the knowledge of his employer, had been accept- 
ing payments in advance from prospective buy- 
ers of black market cars.

“So I gave him $750—-and never heard about 
it any more. I was mad, all right, but I never 
killed him.” 

Nevertheless, he was locked up and charged 
with the homicide, while Bertha was remanded 
to the Plymouth county jail as a witness. 

In the days that followed, the police gathered 
some more pieces for their jig-saw puzzle. Mrs. 
Earle, for instance, revealed that when the Cotes 
moved to Brockton and Rene got his job in the 
garage in June, 1946, Bertha said to her, “If 
Rene is handling money, watch his accounts.” 

Mrs. Minnock, for her part, confided that on 
more than one occasion Cote had felt. impelled 
to break down the door of his apartment. Each 


Three weeks later, District Judge William J. 
Rowe dismissed the charge against Steele for 
lack of evidence, completely exonerating him. 
Rowe then ordered the widow held. 

‘I’m innocent—innocent!” she shrieked. 

The issue still seemed confused when she 
went on trial in Plymouth on June 16, 1947. Her 
attorney, Ehen G. Townes, predicted to report- 
ers that it would not take long to satisfy a jury 
his client couldn’t have committed this crime. 

A state expert testified he had found a thumb- 
mark, “a very small print,” on Cote’s throat. 

Lieut. Gustave C, Newman of the Brockton 
police testified: 

“J found human blood in the drain pipe. The 
slayer had washed his—or her-——-hands. 

“I found that the footprints in the snow 
matched the wet rubbers in the Cotes’ bathroom, 

“Mrs. Cote virtually confessed to me and In- 
spector Sullivan. that she beat her husband to 
death and then made tracks in the snow in her 
husband’s rubbers to deceive the police.” 

Lieutenant Newman gave this evidence on 
June 25. Next morning, after a long talk with 
his client at the House of Correction, Defense 
Attorney Townes informed the court that Mrs. 
Cote wished to plead guilty to manslaughter. 
District Attorney John R. Wheatly announced 
that the state would accept the plea. 

Then Townes made his bid for leniency. 

He charged that Cote had treated his wife 
cruelly, that he neglected her for other women, - 
that she lied for him, and worried constantly. 

Hie said that on Christmas Eve, after prom- 
ising to take her to church, Cote had stayed out 
al] night. In the morning, said Townes, he hadn't 
bothered to get up to see Barbara Ann receive 
her presents. 


OTE had stayed away on the 26th and again 

on the 27th, the attorney asserted. Each time 

he told her that he was taking care of a brother 
who had been drinking too. much. 

Presiding Judge Felix Forte listened atten- 
tively, then sentenced the defendant to three 
and a half to six*years in a reformatory. 

It was not until then that Bertha told what 
she insisted was the true story. According to 
this final version of events, she had berated 
Rene as soon as she returned home from her 
evening at cards. He had become furious at her, 
she said, and had struck her down. 

“TI grabbed the marble base of the Christmas 
tree,”’ she said, ‘“‘and hit him as hard as I could. 
I didn’t want to kill him, but I was blind mad.”’ 

Dr. Miriam Van Waters, the warden at the 
reformatory, reported recently that Bertha was 
working in one of the prison industries, and at- 
tending school there. Her health was excellent.
